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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Exemplary of such: 

Page 1, lines 1 1 and 16, 'said' should be replaced with 'the'. 
Page 1, line 27 and page 2, line 18, 'Said' should be replaced with 'The'. 
Page 2, line 18, 'comprises' should be replaced with 'has'(or the like). 
Page 3, line 17, '17' should be inserted after 'compartment'; 

Line 18, '17' should be deleted; 

Line 18, '18' should be inserted after 'compartment': 

Line 19, '18' should be deleted; 

Lines 21 and 24, 'Said' should be replaced with 'The'; 

Line 30, 'said' should be replaced with 'the'. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims 7-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: claims 7- 1 0, line 1 , 
'A' should be replaced with 'The'; claim 7, line 1, 'it' should be deleted. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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2. Claims 6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Griffin. 

Griffm discloses a hollow container with an inner space (fig. 2, #22,32). 
Griffin discloses at least sliding drawer (fig. 4, #32). 

Griffin discloses a dust suction case fastened by a hooking means device to the container 
(fig. 2, #26,36). 

With respect to claim 5, Griffin discloses the container having wheels (col. 2, lines 43- 

44). 

3. Claims 6, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
DE8912526. 

DE89 12526 discloses a hollow container with an inner space (fig. 2, #6). 

DE89 12526 discloses at least sliding drawer (fig. 2, #15). 

DE8912526 discloses a dust suction case fastened by a hooking means device to the 
container (fig. 2, #20, fig. 8, #20,18,). 

With respect to claim 8, DE8912526 discloses additional containers (fig. 2, #4, fig. 3, 

#4,6). 

With respect to claim 10, DE8912526 discloses the container has wheels (fig. 1 , #3). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over DE8912526 as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Parent. 

DE8912526 discloses a similar mobile unit however fails to disclose a storage reel in a 
drawer. 

Parent discloses a mobile unit with storage compartments that include a reel (fig. 4, #70). 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the reel of Parent 
in DE8912526 to allow for *neat' storage of the various cords in the 
compartments/drawers. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over DE8912526 as 
applied to claim 8 above, and further in view of EP0377100. 

DE89 12526 discloses a similar mobile unit however fails to disclose a bag for collecting 
dust. 

EP0377100 discloses a mobile unit having a container with a bag for collecting dust fixed 
to an opening that can be connected to a flexible tube (fig. 2, #58, fig. 1 , #20). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the bag of EP0377100 in 
DE89 12526 to provide for a means to contain debris collected from a surface. 

Response to Amendment 
The amendment to the specification at page 2, line 1 7 will NOT be entered because it is non- 
compliant with 37 CFR 1.121 or 1.4. One needs to replace entire paragraphs of the specification 
not just sentences. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 8/3/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues the suction device of Griffin is not an autonomous device. This 
argument is not found persuasive because the claim requires a 'dust suction case'. The claim 
fails to set forth any structure to the case or any required operation of the case. Therefore, any 
case would meet the claim. Applicant argues DE8912526 fails to disclose any hooking 
connection. This is not found persuasive because in the translation the cases are disclosed as 
being fastened together using bores and projections(a hooking means) (last lines page 3, first 
lines of page 4, and page 1 0).
